A few short years ago I recall reading 
a challenging statement by the Hon. Cor- 
dell Hull, Secretary of State, in which 
he stated something to the effect that 
America today needs the “cry of the an- 
cient prophet.” That phrase has been 
ringing in my ear ever since that time, and 
I have been pondering over those few sim- 
ple words so pregnant with meaning. 


The prophet’s cry referred to was al- 
ways in days gone by the call of warning 
against impending judgment for national 
iniquity and a plea to the people to repent 
of their evil ways and turn from their sins. 
The very meaning of the word “prophet” 
suggests this ministry—the man who will 
dare to speak forth unbiased, undaunted, 
unafraid. The ministry of the priest was 
to approach God on behalf of the people, 
beseeching God’s mercy because of great 
sin. The ministry of the prophet (after 
closeting himself with God and receiving 
a true picture of man’s condition from 
God’s point of view) was to stand before 
the people and proclaim to them words 
he had been taught by the Almighty Je- 
hovah. 

You ask the question, “Are there not 
prophets today? What about the voice 
of warning and the insistent plea for a 
turning back to God, heard throughout 
the land from pulpit and radio?” 

I do not know the answer to that ques- 
tion. I believe there are some men of 
courage who are raising their protesting 
cry against the din and confusion of this 
world’s voices. But perhaps other men 
could arise to speak again the mind of 
God in a world of corruption. I am pray- 
ing toward this end. 

The prophet Malachi was one of the 
most daring and picturesque of all men. 
How boldly he dared to cry out against the 
spiritual and social injustices of his time. 
Politician and laborer; priest and parish- 
ioner; rich and poor; great and small. 
All came under the sound of his voice as 
he lashed out against sin. 


Without compromise, without fear, 
without favor he bore down heavy upon 
the sins of the people, and even presumed 
to name specifically those sins—ingrati- 
tude, deception, the priests’ unfaithful- 
ness, idolatry, compromise, backsliding, 
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robbing God in failure to give of their 
tithes and offerings, and infidelity. 

No wonder the prophet was an unpop- 
ular man. No wonder there are not more 
prophets today. 

John the Baptist, rugged stern man of 
the desert, dared to tell Herod he had 
sinned in taking his brother Phillip’s wife. 
“John, don’t you know you ought not to 
meddle in the private affairs of people and 
especially influential politicians, and non- 
Christians at that? Now John,” I hear 
the soft-voiced reassuring jelly-fish back- 
bone seeker after popularity saying, “now 
John, why don’t you just preach the Gos- 
pel, just talk of God’s love, just lift up 
Christ and let these personal meddlings 
alone.” But John was a prophet, had a 
prophet’s message from God, and deliv- 
ered it. John lost his head but gained a 
crown. And Herod lost his soul. 

And even Jesus came in for His share 
of criticism, when He dared to cry out 
against the injustices of His day. “Oh 
generation of vipers,” “Ye are of your 
father the devil,” “Blind leaders of the 
blind”—these and other similar statements 
Jesus hurled into the teeth of the religious 
leaders of the day. In the light of some 
advice I have heard given to young min- 
isters of the Gospel, isn’t it too bad that 
some outstanding psychologist of Jerusa- 
lem could not have gotten hold of this 
young zealot of Galilee and teach Him 
a few of the fundamental principles of 
how to make friends and be an influence 
among people! ‘How could Jesus expect 
to win these Scribes and Pharisees by thus 
accusing them of such gross sins?” I hear 
someone ask. 


No, don’t pity John the Baptist and 
Jesus, the matchless Son of God and son 
of man. They wete prophets—simply 
voices reflecting back to man in God’s 
magic mirror the true spiritual and moral 
conditions of the people. Do you wonder 
that the prophets of old were so unpop- 
ular? 


Jeremiah, the grand old prophet—the 
weeping prophet—saw God’s hand of 
judgment moving inexorably upon his 
beloved nation. He was the most pa- 
triotic man of his nation, as later events 
showed. But because his voice contra- 


dicted the settled opinions of the politi- 
cians and princes, he was branded as a 
traitor, and paid dearly in physical suffer- 
ings for his loyalty to God. 

We could go on mentioning other 
prophets—Noah, Elijah, Paul, and a great 
host of strong, virile men who stood up 


against the men of their time as the oracle _ 


of God. 

The universal testimony concerning 
these men of God is that they were all 
persecuted. Noah was mocked. Elijah, 
hounded from one end of the country to 
another, had to flee for his life. Jeremiah 
was put into a muddy old stinking well, 
and fed on the bread and water of afflic- 
tion, he became so emaciated that when 
they lifted him out, they had to put old 
rags under his armpits to keep his bones 
from pulling out of their sockets. Mala- 
chi was subjected to a most ruthless cam- 
paign of villification and contradiction of 
his message. John Baptist lost his head. 
Paul was beheaded. Jesus was crucified. 

In spite of their outstanding frankness 
and apparent natural courage, these men 
were not moral giants by nature. This 
fact has often been a source of great 
comfort to me as at times I have quailed 
beneath the withering blast of some biting 
criticism.

These are 
sobering days; times when our national 
and our very church and spiritual life are 
at the most severe crisis in our lifetime.

STUDY XXII 


The Sun-clothed Woman, the Red Dragon 
and the Man-Child. Chapter 12:1-6. 


This entire section, consisting of three 
chapters, the 12th, 13th, and 14th, must 
be regarded as episodal in subject and 
parenthetical in form, that is, as consti- 
tuting an Episode and a Parenthesis. We 
are about to go back to a time prior to 
the beginning of chapter four, and to con- 
sider some things that took place before 
the rapture of the saints, and then we ate 
to follow a course of events running par- 
allel with the chapters that follow, includ- 
ing the eleventh. In chapters six to eleven 
we have what may be called the exoteric, 
or, outer view, of that portion of pro- 
phetic history; here we have what may be 
termed the esoteric, or, inner view, of the 
same period. We are informed here con- 
cerning the causes that lead up to the reve- 
lation of the Beast and the False Prophet. 
The Antichrist will be on the earth during 
the first half of the week, but he will not 
be manifested as the Antichrist until the 
middle of the week when he will break 
his covenant with the Jews. The Two Wit- 
nesses will prophesy during the first half 
of the week, and at the middle of the 
week he will make war against them and 
kill them, and it is likely that at that time 
his image will be set up in the rebuilt tem- 
ple in Jerusalem, and a demand will be 
made for the worship of the Beast, and 
the people will say, “Who is like unto the 
beast? who is able to make war with him?” 
At that time men will be required to take 
the mark of the beast, and the period com- 
monly known as the great tribulation will 
begin in earnest. 

Three characters ate introduced in the 
passage we are now to consider: the sun- 
clothed woman, the red dragon, and the 
man-child. 

I; THE SUN-CLOTHED WO. 
MAN. Verses 1, 2. The Greek word 
semeion here rendered “wonder” is ren- 
dered “sign” in the R. V., and should be 
so rendered here. The word commonly 
rendered “wonder” is teras, and that the 
two terms ate to be distinguished is evi- 
dent from the fact that they are sometimes 
used together, and must therefore repre-

sent different things. See, for instance 
Matt. 24:24; Jno. 4:48, and Heb. 2:4. 
The word semeion is rendered “miracle” 
22 times, “sign” or “signs” 51 times, “to- 
ken” once, and “wonder” only three times, 
twice in this chapter and once in the 13th 
verse of the next chapter. What we have 
here then is not a wonder, but a sign. And 
it behooves us to find out, if possible, 
what is thus signified. 


As to whether or not one is a safe inter- 
preter of Revelation depends, as a distin- 
guished student of the Word has well 
said, upon his interpretation. of this por- 
tion of the book. There are those who 
would have us believe that by this woman 
is meant the Virgin Mary; others have 
said that she represents the church, the 
visible church, and that the man-child is 
to be regarded as representing a band of 
overcomers that will go up at the time of 
the rapture. Still others have suggested 
that the woman represents the portion of 
the church that will be left behind at the 
time of the rapture, and that the man- 
child represents the overcomers during the 
first half of the tribulation period. These 
interpreters believe that these overcomers 
will be translated approximately 314 years 
after the first contingent of saints shall 
have gone up at the time of the rapture. 


All such interpretations are, in my opin- 


ion, mete guesses. Certainly they have no 
foundation in the Word. Scripture should 
interpret Scripture. 

The only other place in the whole Bible 
where this symbol is used, this woman, 
thus arrayed, is connected with Israel. 
Read carefully Gen. 37: 9, 10. Israel is 
again and again compared to a woman in 
the Old Testament; in the time of her re- 
jection she is compared to a widow or a 
divorced woman. Not so the church which 
is compared to a chaste virgin. A very 
large majority of all interpreters of Reve- 
lation regard the woman as representing 
Israel. Among them are E. W. Bullinger, 
Wm. Kelly, Walter Scott, R. Govett, 
Wm. Easton, T. B. Barnes, Arno C. 
Gaebelein, Jno. Ritchie, Clarence Larkin, 
C. W. M. Turner and W. Leon Tucker. 

Israel is represented as an expectant 


mother. Israel was chosen from among 


the nations that through her the promised 
Seed might be born. Isaiah prophesied 
of the birth of a Man Child (Isa. 9:5), 
and a proper understanding of Micah 5:2, 
3, leads us to see that away back in Mi- 
cah’s time those in Israel who were spirit- 
ually minded were looking forward to the 
hour of Israel’s travail at which time the 
Messiah, or Man Child, would be born. 
Israel was to be given up “until the time 
that she which travaileth hath brought 
forth.” It is folly to suggest that by “she 
which travaileth” is meant the church, for 
the church is not at all in evidence in Old 
Testament prophecy. It was one of the 
mysteries revealed after our Lord had 
come and gone. Read carefully Col. 1:24- 
26. William R. Newell has given us 
nine reasons why it is evident that this 
woman represents Israel. The paragraph 
containing the sixth of the nine reasons I 
herewith transcribe: 

“Tsrael, not the Church, gave birth to 
Christ (Romans 9; Micah 5; Isaiah 9:6; 
Hebrews 7:14). In no possible sense did 
the Church do so. Seiss, generally very 
helpful, most strenuously asserts the Wo- 
man to be ‘the church Universal’—whom 
he calls ‘the Mother of us all,’ etc. But 
this is a Romish relic, nothing else. The 
‘church of all ages’ is a pleasant theologi- 
cal dream, wholly unscriptural. No won- 
der Mr. Seiss proceeds to call the Child 
‘the whole regenerated purchase of the 
Saviour’s blood,’ though how the Mother 
and the Child can be thus the same com- 
pany, even the author’s utmost vehemence 
fails to convince you! (Seiss: Lectures 26 
and 28) .” 

The fact that large numbers of Pente- 
costal people have tried to make this wo- 
man represent the church is probably due 
to the fact that Dr. A. B. Simpson. fol- 
lowed Dr. Seiss. It is safe, however, to 
say that an increasingly large number of 
Pentecostal teachers have during the past 
few years turned away from this teaching 
of Seiss and have accepted the more sane 
view that is being herewith set forth. 

JI. THE GREAT RED DRAGON. 
Verses 3, 4. There can be no. question 
as to the identity of the red dragon. In

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NONCOMBATANT SERVICE 


(A special request has come that we 
publish the following for the benefit of 
those subject to draft.) 

EXECUTIVE ORDER (Dec. 6, 1940). 
DEFINITION OF NONCOMBAT- 
ANT TRAINING AND SERVICE 


1. By virtue of authority contained in 
section 5 (g) of the Selective Training 
and Service Act of 1940, approved Sep- 
tember 16, 1940, whereby it is provided: 

“Nothing contained in this Act shall be 
construed to require any person to be sub- 
ject to combatant training and service in 
the land or naval forces of the United 
States, who, by reason of religious train- 
ing and belief, is conscientiously opposed 
to participation in war in any form. Any 
such person claiming such exemption from 
combatant training and service because of 
such conscientious objections whose claim 
is sustained by the local board shall, if 
he is inducted into the land or naval forces 
under this Act, be assigned to non-com- 
batant service as defined by the President, 
or shall, if he is found to be conscientious- 
ly opposed to participation in such non- 
combatant service, in lieu of such induc- 
tion, be assigned to work of national im- 
portance under civilian direction. . . .” 

I hereby declare that the following mili- 
tary service is noncombatant service: 

(1) Service in any unit which is un- 
armed at all times. 

(2) Service in the Medical Department 
wherever performed. 

(3) Service in any unit or installation 
the primary function of which does not 
require the use of arms in combat, pro- 
vided the individual’s assignment within 
such unit or installation does not require 
him to bear arms or to be trained in their 
use. 

I further declare that noncombatant 
training consists of training in all military 
subjects except marksmanship, combat fir- 
ing, target practices, and those subjects 
relating to the employment of weapons. 


2. Person inducted into the military 
service under the above act whose claim 
to exemption from combatant training and 
service because of conscientious objection 
has been sustained will receive noncom- 
batant training and be assigned to non- 
combatant military service as defined in 
paragraph one.

Q.—W hat literature would you suggest 
to inspire the faith of those who are seek- 
ing the Pentecostal fullness? 

A—The whole Bible in general; the 


New Testament in particular with special 


reference to the following: Promised 
through John the Baptist, Matt. 3:11; 
Mark 1:8; Luke 3:16; Jno. 3:33. Prom- 
ised by Jesus, Jno. 7:37, 39; 14:15-17; 
16:7-14; Acts 1:4, 5. Promised through 
Joel, Joel 2:28; Acts 2:16-18, 38-39. Ob- 
serve, the promise was to “believers,” to 
“servants,” and “handmaids,” “Jews” and 
“Gentiles,” “even as many as the Lord 
our God shall call’ Observe further: 
that this promised baptism of power was 
poured out upon men and women, clergy 
and laity, Acts 2:1-4; new converts, Acts 
8:14-18; Gentiles, Acts 10:44-47. That 
Paul received a like experience is generally 
assumed, Acts 9:17. Furthermore, he in- 
sisted that all believers should share in 
this gift of power, Acts 19:1-6. 


Q.—Does the spirit go to heaven at 
death or sleep until the resurrection? 

A.—This is not so important as it is 
made to appear by some. It is possible 
to be right about what happens at death 
and be dead wrong about the infinitely 
greater issues of life and eternal salvation. 
However, the desire for light upon this 
question is legitimate and there is comfort 
and strength in the New Testament reve- 
lation for all who are concerned to know. 


Jesus constantly affirmed that there is 
something in man that once quickened 
“shall never die” (Jno. 5:24; 6:47-51; 
8:51; 11:25-26). To the dying penitent 
thief He said, “Today shalt thou be with 
Me in paradise.” Concerning His own 
death it is written, “He bowed His head 
and gave up His spirit” (Revised version) 
—literal translation, “dismissed His 
spirit.” The first martyr, Stephen, with 
his dying breath exclaimed, “Lord Jesus, 
receive my spirit.” Plain statements and 
clear implications in the letters of Paul 
round out the historic position of the 
church and render the modern soul sleep- 
ing doctrine untenable. “Them that sleep 
in Jesus will God bring with Him” (1 
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Vleusr

LELAND R. Keys 


Gen. 1:la. “In the beginning God... .” 

Here is a statement of grand sublimity. 
It is the key with which science may un- 
lock the doors of the unrevealed and the 
otherwise unexplainable. It is the begin- 
ning and the final word in all sound phil- 
osophy. As applied to the realm of the 
spiritual it is suggestive of responsibility 
and privilege. 

“In the beginning, God.” This thought 
is especially appropriate at the threshold 
of a new year. A Manitoban half-breed, 
working in the harvest field, was describ- 
ing the cylinder of a threshing machine. 
He said, “It makes six hundred resolu- 
tions a minute.” There are some, who 
at this time of year make resolutions just 
about as fast and break them as soon and 
as easily. Nevertheless, it is well to take 
inventory and resolve to replenish our 
spiritual stocks wherein they are depleted. 

“God first.” Herein lies the secret of 
success; too often He is put last or left 
out of the picture altogether. Let us make 
this New Year resolution now: God shall 
be first in my life. 

Let us put God first in the New Year. 

Let us enter the new year with faith 
and high courage. Let us turn our backs 
upon past sins, mistakes, and blunders 
and let us press anew toward a life of 
victory, happiness, and triumphant serv- 
ice. Wherein we have lived below the 
mark, short of God’s best for us, let us 
resolve that God being our helper, we 
will make God first in all that concerns 
us, and so achieve a greater life of tri- 
umphant victory than heretofore. 

Let us put God first in each New Day. 

Begin each new day with God. Let 
our waking thoughts shape themselves 
into prayer unto God; let the word of 
Christ dwell in us richly in the early hours 
of the day. Let us realize that each new 
day is a new beginning of high privilege 
and also of great potentiality. It has 
been said that “Paul wrote that if we are 
in Christ all things will become new,— 
our years (and our days) as well as every- 
thing else. Christ will make every day 
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pure and clean and spotless and brand- 
new. Nothing is old and frayed and worn 
if we live in Him.” 


Let us approach each new day as Chris- 
tians ought,—with a smile brightening our 
face, approaching our work with courage 
and faith, doing whatever we do “as unto 
the Lord.” Let us meet our fellows with 
that love, that kindness, that gentleness, 
and that courtesy which becomes children 
of God. Let us finish each new day with 
that fatigue which comes from work well 
done and with that joy which accompanies 
every duty fulfilled. Let us lie down to 
pleasant dreams knowing that this day 
has been lived for God. 

Let us put God first in our Plans. 

The epistle of James reminds us that 
as Christians we do not have the right to 
say what we are going to do today or to- 
morrow, independently of God. He says, 
“Ye ought to say, if the Lord will, we 
shall live and do this, or that.” This is 
just another way of reminding us that we 
are not our own. Let God be the. pole- 
star of our life; let us get our bearings 
from Him. He will give us a sense of 
direction if we will but seek His face. 

Let us put God first in our Social and 
Recreational Life. 

We shall do this, in the first place, in 
the proper choice of our friends. ‘How 
shall two walk together except they be 
agreed?” The Moffatt translation ren- 
ders 1 Cor. 15:33 as follows: “Make no 
mistake about this: ‘bad company is the 
ruin of good character.’” Let us find 
our friends and companions among God’s 
people. They are the best people in the 
world. 

In regard to our recreational life, if we 
would put God first here there are a num- 
ber of questions which we must ask our- 
selves: What would Jesus do? Can I en- 
gage in this activity to the glory of God? 
Does it become me as a child of God? 
Does it build me up or tear me down 
physically, mentally, and spiritually? 
What does it do to my testimony for 
Christ? What does it do to weaker Chris- 


tians? 

Let us put God first in Marriage. 

God’s Word is very explicit in this; be- 
lievers must not marry unbelievers. The 
Christian is at liberty to marry only “in 
the Lord.” Many terrible mistakes and 
consequent heartaches would be avoided if 
we lived Scripturally in this realm. Make 
love, courtship, and marriage a matter of 
prayer rather than a matter of the emo- 
tions only. 

Let us put God first in the Home. 

Herein lies the secret of a happy, suc- 
cessful home-life. Every Christian home 
should have its Family Altar. This is an 
institution which truly spiritual believers 
will never outgrow. God grant that our 
fathers and mothers will see the need for 
this. God help those children sent out 
from our doors with no sense of God in 
their lives. A child who hears the Word 
of God read, and who listens to prayer 
offered before he leaves for school is for- 
tified to meet temptation as other children 
are not. Let us restore the Family Altar 
to our homes. It is one of the altars that 
is, quite generally, “broken down.” 

Let the general atmosphere of the home 
be spiritual. Let the attitude of the par- 
ents be devout and reverent. Let the con- 
versation of the home be such as _ be- 
cometh children of God. Let the atti- 
tudes of the parents be free from jealousy, 
prejudice, and unkindness. Let us be 
Christian in the kind of pictures on out 
walls, the books on our bookshelves, the 
magazines on our tables, the music on our 
phonographs and radios. Let the parents 
be the examples of the truths they would 
teach to their children. 

Let us put God first in Service. 

Faithful, loyal, regular attendance at 
church and Sunday School. In this we 
shall be like our Lord, who attended the 
synagogue,—the church of His day, “as 
his custom was.” We are living in peril- 
ous times. We need the church and the 
church needs us as never before. Let us 
be found in the house of God “so much

C. A. CONVENTION |

The Christ’s Ambassadors joint Con- 
vention of the California and Nevada 
Districts held at Fresno was in all proba- 
bility the greatest and best of its kind 
evet held on the Pacific Coast. The regis- 
tration and attendance figures both topped 
those of the joint P.A.C_—C.A. Conven- 
tion held in the same city seven years be- 
fore. But more than these things, which 
were of course gratifying, was the deep 
spiritual tone of the Convention and the 
hunger for the will of God that was mani- 
fested by the hundreds of young people 
present. 


Convention Attendance 4500 


The Convention convened on Thanks- 
giving night, November 20th, with over 
1200 people packing the main floor of 
the large and beautiful Fresno Memorial 
Auditorium. Delegates from both dis- 
tricts in California and Nevada had begun 
pouring into the auditorium early in the 
afternoon in unexpected numbers, and 
from the opening rally until the closing 
setvice on Sunday night, steady streams 
of C.A.’s from every part of the state 
kept coming in. It was estimated that 
fully 2500 registered as delegates, and that 
over 4500 people attended the sessions of 
the four-day meeting. 


Bert Webb Convention Speaker 
Perhaps one of the most outstanding 
features of the convention was the an- 
ointed ministry of Brother Bert Webb of 
Springfield, Missouri, the director of the 
National Youth Conference held annually 
in Springfield. His challenging messages 
stirred the hearts of countless young peo- 
ple, and there was scarcely an after-service 
when there were not scores of C.A.’s 
crowding the platform, the orchestra pit 
and the front of the auditorium, pouring 
out their hearts to God. It was an espe- 
cially touching scene when one realized 
the seriousness of present world condi- 
tions, and that perhaps another such con- 
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vention would never be possible. It seemed 
that the whole convention sensed this 
feeling even more so on Sunday morning 
when over 1400 blood-washed saints of 
God gathered about the communion table 
and partook of the emblems of Christ’s 
broken body and shed blood. How pre- 
ciously near was the dear Son of God at 
that hour! 


Other Features of Convention 


The morning discussion groups, using 
“Pentecostal Young People in the Present 
World Crisis,” as their theme, were indeed 
a blessing to all who attended them. Other 
particularly impressive features of the 
Convention included the great C. A. pa- 
rade through the downtown streets of 
Fresno on Saturday night, followed by a 
patriotic service in the Auditorium, which 
was attended by at least 2400 people. 
While two young service men, both 
Christ’s Ambassadors, stood at salute, the 


~ United States Flags were carried down 


the main aisle of the auditorium and on 
to the platform, followed by the Californ- 
ia State flags, the Christian and Christ’s 
Ambassadors Flags—all this while the au- 
dience stood and the band played the Na- 
tional Anthem. The congregation then 


sang, “God Bless America.” 


Gospels Given to Soldiers 


Then came a stirring appeal by Evange- 
list Harry Jaegar, who has been doing 
Christian work among the service men in 
various parts of the United States, for 
funds to send copies of the gospels of 
Matthew and Luke as Christmas gifts to 
75,000 soldiers in the Ninth Corps Area, 
which includes the Western States, Alas- 
ka, Hawaii and the Philippine Islands. In 
less than 10 minutes time over $500 was 
received from the convention for this pur- 
pose and the remaining $250 was pledged 
by the individual C. A. groups of both 
districts. 

At the writing of this article we have 
received word that the copies that were to 
go to the men in Hawaii and the Philip- 


pine Islands WERE SENT FROM SAN 
FRANCISCO 9 DAYS BEFORE THE 
WAR WITH JAPAN BROKE OUT! 
Praise the Lord! Let us pray earnestly 
that many soldier boys will give their 
hearts to God through the reading of the 
Christmas story.

DEAR BOYS AND GIRLS .. . 


Listen to this: Blessed is the man that 
walketh not in the council of the ungodly, 
nor standeth in the way of sinners, nor 
sitteth in the seat of the scornful. Ps. 1:1. 

What do you say now to getting your 
Bible out and reading the rest of that 
Psalm? You will find our reason for ask- 
ing you to do that when you come to the 
third verse. Our lesson is on “Trees” you 
’ know. .. . Yes, that Blessed Man shall 
be like a tree. A strong tree! Notice how 
many things are promised to the Blessed 
Man. Make a list of them in your note- 
books, because we want to be like trees too 
and will want these things to be ours. 

With the Christmas Season over, we 
look toward another New Year. We will 
want to “prosper” in 1942. Did you no- 
tice, too, that our Psalm says that the 
Blessed man that is like a tree shall bring 
forth his fruit in his season and... 
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“whatsoever he doeth shall prosper.” (See 
if you can find a good definition for the 
word “prosper” for your notebook.) 

Did you plant an “Evergreen Tree” in 
your garden (notebook) last month? Re- 
member it was to stand for Jesus, “Our 
Tree of Life.” 

Jesus is our Tree; and now in today’s 
lesson we are to be “trees.” We are to 
be planted by rivers of water. What good 
is a tree that isn’t planted? . . . and where 
is there a better place to be planted than 
by a river? While other trees are dying 
for lack of water; this tree by the river 
of life, lives on and on. 

Only a “born again Christian” can be 
one of these “Trees.” Only such a Tree 
can feed on the River of Everlasting Life, 
which flows from the Throne of God. 

When you read the Psalm over did you 
notice what kind of a tree this tree was 
tobe? Sure, a fruit tree! “That bringeth 
forth his fruit in his season.” 

In Matt. 7:17 Jesus says, “Every good 
tree bringeth forth good fruit, but a cor- 
rupt tree bringeth forth evil fruit.” 

If we pray for the lost; for those who 
do not know Jesus and do not serve Him. 
If we win thern to the Lord Jesus, and 
ask God to save them; they will be counted 
as fruit on our trees. If we let love, joy, 
peace, longsuffering, gentleness, goodness, 
faith, meekness, and temperance, grow in 
our lives daily, it will be counted for fruit 
also. If we faithfully follow Jesus, as 
He asked Peter and his brother Andrew 
to do, He will make you Fishers of men, 
too. In our lesson on Trees, Jesus might 
say, “Follow me and I will make you 
Fruit bearing Trees.” 

But listen to the solemn words of Jesus 
in Matt. 7:19: “Every tree that bringeth 
not forth good fruit is hewn down and 
cast into the fire.” God forbid that we 
should ever be that kind of a tree! 

We could find many lessons in the 
Bible on Trees; for instance the Palm 
Tree. It stands for Victory and an up- 
right life. Palm Trees, they say, refuse 
to grow crooked. No matter how much 
pressure is put upon them they grow 


straight. Are we like Palm Trees? Are 
we keeping in the Straight and Narrow 
Way? 

In our Notebook Gardens this time, let 
us plant an apple tree or a Pomegranate 
tree. The apple tree has been chosen as 
the King of Fruits. This tree somehow 
reminded King Solomon of God. As he 
sat under its shadow and meditated on its 
wonderful fruit, and thinking too of God 
he said, “His fruit was sweet to my taste.” 
Song of Sol. 2:3. 


We can also get a beautiful lesson from — 


the Pomegranate Tree with its fruit of 
many seeds all covered with a crimson 
fluid. So the Word of God is a living 
Seed because of the precious Blood that 
flowed on Calvary making a crimson cord 
go all the way through the Bible from 
Genesis to Revelation. The life is in the 
Blood you know. 

After you have drawn or pasted in a 
fruit tree in your notebook, write under- 
neath it, “Lord, make me a fruit-bearing 
tree for your glory.” That is my New 
Year’s wish for all of you. I’Il be pray- 
ing, too, that God will help you bear much 
fruit, throughout the Coming Year. 

In our next lesson, the flowers will 
speak. They are eager to tell you about 
God’s great love.

Q.—Can a person who is backslidden 
continue to operate the gifts of the Spirit? 

A.—We should never confuse spiritual 
gifts with natural gifts although it is 
probable that natural gifts determine 
somewhat the distribution of spiritual 
gifts, just as the talents were delivered to 
every man according to his several ability 
(Mates 25:15). 

Again, we should not assume that spirit- 
ual gifts are Spirit-given abilities apart 
from the Spirit Himself. Genuine spirit- 
ual gifts are manifestations of the Spirit 
(1 Cor. 12:7). No one, therefore, oper- 
ates the gifts at any time; the Holy Spirit 
operates in divers ways through yielded 
spiritual channels according to His own 
will. There are diversities of operations 
but it is the same God which worketh all 
in all. And since it is both unthinkable 
and unscriptural to assume that God can 
work through unsanctified channels, it 
follows that unspiritual or backslidden 
pretenders are spurious imitators speaking 
from their own spirits (Ezek. 13:2-3).

I can see Elijah on the mountain top 
facing bravely the nearly 1000 heathen 
prophets and hear his booming voice 
thundering out that immortal challenge. 
“How long halt ye between two opinions? 
If the Lord be God, follow Him: but if 
Baal, then follow him.” Then I can see 
him fleeing in sudden haste as far south as 
he can, clear to Mount Horeb (because of 
the threat of the wicked queen Jezebel) 
and hiding away in a cave. I can hear him 
petulantly blurting out to the Lord, “I 


have been very jealous for the Lord God 


of hosts, for the children of Israel have 
forsaken thy covenant, thrown down thine 
altars, and slain thy prophets with the 
sword; and I, even I only, am left; and 
they seek my life, to take it away.” 

Again, that grand old prophet Jere- 
miah. I hear him complain to God, “O 
Lord, thou hast deceived me, and I was 
deceived: thou art stronger than I, and 
hast prevailed: I am in derision daily, 
every one mocketh me. For since I spake, 
I cried out, I cried violence and spoil; 
because the word of the Lord was made a 
reproach unto me and a derision daily. 
Then I said, I will not make mention of 
him, nor speak any more in his name.” 

Yes, how very human this ambassador 
for God. He warned the children of 
Israel of impending seige, and in the su- 
perior wisdom God-given, advised a peace- 
ful course of action. This advice branded 
him as a traitor and unpatriotic. Hence 
this outburst of disappointment and disil- 
lusionment. 

But the thing that characterized every 
true prophet was that in spite of the 
weakness of human clay, God forced, lit- 
erally burned His message out to an un- 
heeding people through the almost reluc- 
tant lips of His suffering servant. So 
characteristically Jeremiah later cries out, 
“But His word was in mine heart as a 
burning fire shut up in my bones and I 
was weaty with forbearing and I could 
not stay.” 

Wondrous miracle of the power of 
God—human lips hurling forth defying 
wotds to a wicked people and finding it 
easier to suffer to the point of starvation 
than to stifle the God-breathed voiced 
burning like scorching fire within his soul! 

Today, there are many who declare to 
be prophets of God. It seems to me that 
the multiplicity of religions could be 
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likened to a market place. People going 
from church to church, from prophet to 
prophet, seeking not God’s voice of truth 
but the most convenient plan of salvation. 
Religious bargain hunters, they are, offer- 
ing their highest prices of favor and ma- 
terial reward to the prophet who will 
preach for them the message they like to 
hear. 

Some come from the religious market 
place of the world with a very flattering 
religion wrapped up under their arms. No 
sin, no devil, no repentance, no hell, no 
self-renunciation. And they pay well for 
their bargain in favor and lucre. 

Others sally forth with a nice bundle 
of salvation. Depending upon the blood 
of Christ they rejoice in their sins forgiv- 
en. But the religious merchant has as- 
sured them, all they have to do to be saved 
is to say they believe Jesus Christ died 
for them. But no standard to live up to, 
no self-sacrifice, no spiritual responsibil- 
ity to others. A cross to wear on the 
lapel and around the neck, but no cross 
to bear in dying daily, as Paul put it. 

Still others, with a compensating inner 
joy, having looked over all the religious 
offerings, have decided that the highest 
priced one is the cheapest in the long run. 
So they have put their all on the altar and 
have come away with God’s very best! 

King Ahab was a bargain hunter in 
Bible times. He had been advised by the 
prophets of Baal to go on a certain expe- 
dition with the promise of good results. 
But his ally, King Hezekiah, sensed a note 
of uncertainty in their advice. So he asked 
for a prophet of the Lord. ‘Oh no,” said 
King Ahab. “There is yet one man (such 
as you describe) but I hate him; for he 
doth not prophecy good concerning me, 
but evil.” As though a true prophet of 
God could fit his message to suit the plans 
of even his majesty King Ahab. 

America, our beloved land, is as much 
at a crisis point in her national soul as 
ever the land of Israel was. They tell us 
that only eight out of every 100 will be 
in church tomorrow morning. And _ to- 
morrow night, only two out of every 100. 
If this great commonwealth, conceived in 
faith in God and brought forth on the un- 
alterable precepts of God’s Holy Word, 
does not suffer some major catastrophe, 
we will be the first nation in the world 
ever to forsake God and not suffer.

verse 9, we are told he is “that old serpent 
called the devil and Satan which deceiveth 
the whole world.” 
_ Red is the color of blood. The devil is 
a murderer. He has been the instigator 
of every murder that has been committed 
since Cain killed Abel. He has been the 
instigator of every war that has been 
waged since the beginning of human his- 
tory, and the history of the race has been 
a history of violence and bloodshed. The 
late Bishop John P. Newman once said 
that “if all the blood that has been shed 
in fratricidal conflicts were gathered to- 
gether in one vast basin there would be 
a sea of blood sufficiently large to float all 
the navies of the nations of the earth.” 
_ The seven heads and ten horns may be 
regarded as denoting Satan’s dominion. 
The world is lying in the lap of the wicked 
one. They also connect Satan with the 
first beast of the next chapter. The beast 
John describes had seven heads and ten 
horns. There is this difference between 
these two personages: the dragon’s crowns 
are seven in number and are upon his 
heads, whereas the beast’s crowns are ten 
in number and are upon his horns. The 
beast will be indwelt by Satan. 


The tail of the dragon drew the third 
part of the stars of heaven. By these stars 
I understand the angels. Here we have an 
intimation that when Satan fell a third of 
the angels fell with him. Hell has been 
prepared for the devil and his angels 
(Matt. 25:41). When Satan shall be 
“cast into the lake of fire and brimstone” 
(20:10) the angels who fell will doubtless 
be cast in with him. 

The dragon stood before the woman for 
the purpose of devouring her child as soon 
as it should be born. The story of how 
Satan tried to prevent the birth of the 
promised seed and then, having failed in 
that effort, tried to destroy the seed after 
the birth of Christ is a study in itself. The 
conflict of the ages has been going on ever 
since the first Messianic promise (Gen. 
3:15) was uttered, and it will not cease 
until Satan shall have been ejected and 
finally confined in hell. Some one has 
well said that “the record of God as writ- 
ten in the Bible from Genesis to Revela- 
tion is a record of the tragedy of the great 
red dragon endeavoring to destroy the 
Man-Child: the Seed of the Woman; ap- 


parently on the verge of success again and 
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again, but in each effort failing through 
divine intervention.” 

The sign of the sun-clothed woman and 
the sign of the great red dragon furnish 
us with a summary of the conflict of the 
ages and an historical review of it. 

III. THE MAN-CHILD. Verses 5, 6. 
Coupled with the information that we are 
here afforded concerning Christ, is in- 
formation concerning Israel during the 
last half of the tribulation period, or, that 
portion of the tribulation that we speak 
of as the great tribulation. Read Ps. 2:7- 
9 and compare with Rev. 19:15, 16. This 
should settle the matter as to the identity 
of the Man-Child. He is none other than 
Christ. He “was caught up unto God, 
and to His throne.” That the church is to 
be caught up to meet Christ “in the air” 
is most certainly true, and that overcom- 
ers are to share the throne of Christ is also 
true (3:21), but nowhere is there an inti- 
mation that the church is to share the 
throne of Deity. Christ now shares the 
Father’s throne, for Christ is God, but the 
only throne the church has any prospect 
of ever sharing is the throne of the Son of 
man. 

During the millennium our Lord will 
rule the nations with a rod of iron. This 
means that his reign will be autocratic. He 
will be a dictator, but such a dictator as 


the world needs. Righteousness will then 


reign because Christ will be reigning. It 
is true, of course, that the saints will reign 
with Him, and so there is a promise to the 
overcomer who shall share in that day His 


-throne—“To him that overcometh will I 


give power over the nations, and he shall 
rule them with a rod of iron,” in other 
wotds, be associated with Me on My 
throne as I thus rule them. 

“Her child was caught up unto God 
and to His throne.” This took place when 
our Lord ascended into heaven and sat 
down on the right hand of God. 

Many have been led astray in their in- 
terpretation by a wrong understanding of 
verse six. They have supposed that the 
flight of the Woman into the wilderness 
took place, or, is to take place, imme- 
diately after the catching up of the Man- 
Child unto God and to His throne. This 
is a great mistake. With the cutting off 
of Messiah, which was followed by His 
resurrection, and, forty days later, His as- 
cension to heaven, the 69 weeks of Daniel 
end, and the gap between the 69th and 
the 70th week begins. That gap is the 


gap into which God has placed the church 
age in which we are now living, an age 
that has been running its course ever since’ 
the ascension of our Lord and that will 
end with the rapture of the saints, at 
which time the tribulation period, or, Dan- 
iel’s Seventieth Week, will begin. There 
is a reason why nothing is said about this 
gap here. The Holy Spirit is not dealing 
at this place with the church at all; He 
is dealing with Israel. Consequently the 
gap into which the church age has been 
put has been entirely ignored. For the 
same reason there is no reference to the 
church or church age in the Prophecy of 
the Seventy Weeks in which there is a gap 
between the 69th and 70th weeks into 
which we fit the church age. God is deal- 
ing with Israel, and not with the church 
age. 

The flight of the Woman is here spoken 
of by way of anticipation. The actual 
flight will not take place until after the 
war in heaven which is the subject of the 
verses that follow.

“If I shut up heaven that there be no 
rain, or if I command the locusts to de- 
vour the land, or if I send pestilence 
among my people; if my people, which are 
called by my name, shall humble them- 
selves, and pray, and seek my face and 
turn from their wicked way; then will I 
hear from heaven, and will forgive their 
sins, and will heal their land.” 2 Chron.
